THE CROP REPORT. 


fVhat the October Figures Show— 
W heat and Corn Averages 
-•W eek’s Failures. 


W ashington Cit y, Oct. 13.—The October 
corn report of the departm ent of agriculture 
fully sustains the telegraphic sum m ary of tho 
10th of Septem ber, relative to injuries by 
frosts of the 8th. 9th and 10th. 
There were 
light frosts later, the most noticeable being 
on the 16th, in the north west. 
The state 
average of condition shows th * extent of tho 
injury* was greatest iu Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Ohio and Hew York. 
There was also severe 
loss in Minnesota and Dakota, and some 
dam age in the elevated portions of Penn 
sylvania and W est V irginia, in tho northern 
counties of Indiana and Illinois, in the least 
advanced fields of Iowa, but scarcely any* in 
Nebraska, and none in Kansas is reported. 
Except a few places in northern K entucky 
and Missouri, there is no m ention of frost in 
any* states south of Pennsylvania. 
The reduction of state averages is in Michi­ 
gan from ik) to 45: in W isconsin from 76 to 
50; in Ohio from *2 to 63; in New Y ork from 
77 to 57. 
Tha reduction is seven points in 
Illinois and iu Indiana. 
The high September 
figures have been m aterially reduced by 
frost. 
The loss of condition from drought has lie- 
ootne more apparent, causing slight re luc- 
tions of the Septem ber estim ates of many* of 
the sou them states. 
The general average of 
condition for the entire field is seventy-eight, 
six points less than on the 1st of Septem ber; 
four from frosts in the north, and two from 
drought on 
the

crease in area. It is tw enty-one points lower 
than the October average of the census crop. 
The product of the year will be close to 1,600,-

year,m ostly in regi ins that consume their en 
tire crop. 
Tho returns of yield of w heat per acre indi­ 
cate a production of about 2 * bushels per 
acre less than the crop of last year.

is 9! o bushels jk*i* acre in Ohio.

Illinois, and but a fraction above 1<> in 
Indiana. 
It is above 12 in Michigan and 13 in 
Minnesota, Iowa a ml California. The Missouri 
average Ls 12 bushels.

braska exceed 16, and tie Kansas average is 
alxmt 17. 
These averages are in several 
state*? based on sym m etrically recorded re ­ 
sults of threshing. 
W hile a revision of the 
records of the season m ay causa slight local 
changes, it is certain th a t the final average of 
yield will not differ much fr in 11.3 bushels 
per acre. 
The aggregate will exceed 
>■>,- 
OuO.OOO bushels, and m ay reach 420,000,000. 
The quality* is not up to an average. 
The yield of oats is a full average of a 
series of years, or about 28 bushels for the 
whole country*. 
The range of state aver­ 
ages in the west is from 30 in Missouri to 
41 in Kansas, about 33 in the Ohio valley, 
and 36 in the northwest. 
Nebraska and 
Kausas have the largest yield. 
The crop 
will aggregate about 500,000,000 bushels. 
Quality* is high, averaging O'*, 100 being 
the standard. 
The barley crop will average between one 
and two bushels per acre more than last 
year, 
approxim ating 
30,000,000 bushels. 
California, Hew York, Minnesota, W iscon­ 
sin and Iowa contribute three fourths A the 
whole product. 
The potato crop L> in better condition th m 
in any year since 1875. 
The average is 93, 
while the October averages of 1882 and 1879 
were each 90. 
The prosjiect is favorable for 
a crop above medium. 
Tlie tobacco crop will be below an average 
in yield. 
Tho average of condition in Ken­ 
tucky is 77; in V irginia, 64. 
The M aryland 
crop will be good. 
Averages of the seed- 
leaf states is low. 
The general average of 
condition is 82. 
New Y o rk . Oct. 13.—R O . Dun & C o ’s 
m ercantile agency reports the num ber of 
failures iu the United States and Canaria 
during the past seven days 1S7, against ’ *3 
the previous week. 
There is some increase 
iu the southern states, and iu New Y ork city* 
there were three «>r four im portant assign­ 
ments. such as Simon Mack & Co., clothing; 
J R. McNulty* Sc Co., coffee, and I. H. Moses 
« Co., shipping and commission. 
Brndstreet’s Journal furnishes the follow­ 
ing: 
There were 106 failures in the U nited 
States and Canada reported to B radstreet's 
during tho past week, 6 m ore than the pre­ 
ceding w eek ; 41 more than the corresponding 
week in 1882, and 49 more than the same 
week of 1881. 
Compared w ith the previous 
week, the Middle states had 33, a decrease of 
10; New England states 38, an increase of 12; 
Southern states 25, an increase of 11: W estern 
states 48, a decrease of 4; Faciflc states and 
Territories 21, a decrease of 3; Canada and 
the provinces 26, a decrease of 6.
